German-Austria Takes Ac- 
tion Looking to Agree- 
ment With Germany--Rev- 
olution in Hungarian Cap- 
ital and the National Coun- 
cil Takes Charge: 


Copenhagen, November 1.—(By A. P.) 
A successful revolution has taken place 
in Budapest and the Hungarian nation- 
al council has taken over the govern- 
ment, according to a message sent by 
Count Michael Karolyi to The Berlin 
Tageblatt. 

The message from Count RBKarolyi, 
*who is head of the Hungarian independ- 
ent party, reads: 

“Revolution in Budapest and national 
council took over government. Military 
and police acknowledge national coun- 
cil completely. Inhabitants rejoicing. 

(Signed) “KAROLYI, President Na- 
tional Council.” 

Croatians who completely occupy the 
naval base of Fiume, on the Adriatic, 
have proclaimed their union with Italy, 
according to a dispatch from Berlin 
to The Tidende.

An imperial ordinance authorizes all 
officers in the country to place them- 
selves in the service of the armies con- 
stituted by the newly-formed govern- 
ments, and to permit the soldiers un- 
der their command to serve likewise.

ORGANIZING STATE. 

Copenhagen, November 1.-—-(By A. P.) 
The organization of the new Czecho- 
Slovak state is proceeding in an or- 
derly manner, according to reports 
from Prague received here by way oft 
Berlin. The national council has ap- 
pointed new railway, telegraph and 
postal authorities. There have been 

no especial acts of violence against 
Germans reported.

The Czechish cars bear the 
inscription, “Free Czechish socialist re- 
public.” 

The German soldiers are being dis- 
armed. All trains carrying food or ma- 
terial for Austria or Germany have 
been stopped and the exportation of 
coal has been forbidden. 


CHEERS FOR RED FLAG 
HEARD IN. VIENNA. 

Copenhagen, November 1.—A 
patch from Vienna printed in 
Tageblatt of Berlin says 

“The national assembly met at 3 
o’clock this afterroon. A vast crowd 
had assembled before the diet and 
frantically cheered the red flag which 
was displayed by laborers from the 
suburbs of Vienna. 

“Socialist members of the diet were 
cheered when they addressed the crewd 
in favor of a republic. 

“Mayor Weisskirchner tried vainly 
to get a hearing, but he was greeted 
with hisses. 

“Meanwhile the national assembly 
had accepted a constitution in which 
no place was left for the crown. The 
national assembly has the legislative 
power, while the state council and the 
state government share the executive 
power. It was pianned to name a new 
government Wednesday night.” 

“Victor Adler, a socialist leader, 
the probable choice for state secretary 
for foreign affairs. The socialist, 
Leuter, is the most prominent candidate 
for secretary of war, while the pro- 
gressive, Ofner, is mentioned for minis- 
ter of justice. 

“At 8 o’clock in the evening a deputa- 
tion of officers and soldiers visited the 
national council and demanded the for- 
mation of a soldiers’ council to conduct 
the demobilization of the army and to 
abolish provisionally the military gar- 
risons. 

“Groups passed through the streets 
in the night, compelling officers to re- 
move their cockades. Even old gen- 
erals were not exempt. Youths in- 
vaded cafes on a similar mission.”

London, November 1.—The armistice 
accepted by Turkey amounts to “com- 
plete and unconditional surrender.” 

This statement was made by Lord 
Robert Cecil, assistant secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, to the Asso- 
ciated Press tonight. 

With reference to rumors circulating 
here to the effect that the armistice 
with Turkey includes clauses by which 
Turkey would retain soveréignty over 
Armenia and other provinces, the for- 
eign office authorizes the statement 
that there is no truth in the sugges- 
tion that any secret political agree- 
ment is annexed to the armistice with 
Turkey.

The terms the armistice granted 
by the allied powers to Turkey follow: 

“First—The opening of the Darda- 
nelles and the Bosphorus and access to 
the Black Allied occupation of 
the Dardanelles and Bosphorus forts. 

“Second—The positions of all mine 
fields, torpedo tubes and other obstruc- 
tions in Turkish waters are to be indi- 
and assistance given-to sweep 
or remove them, as may be required. 

“Third— All available ‘nformation 
concerning mine fields in the Black sea 
communicated. 
k‘ourth—All allied prisoners of 
and Armenian interned persons and 
prisoners are to be collected in Con- 
Stantinople and handed over uncondi- 
tionally to the allies. 

“Fifth—Immediate demobilization 
the Turkish army, except such troops 
as are required for surveillance on the 
frontiers and for the maintenance of 
internal order. The number of effect- 
ives and their disposition to be deter- 
mined later by the allies after consulta- 
tion with the Turkish givernment. 

“Sixth—The surrender of all war ves- 
sels in Turkish waters or waters occu- 
pied by Turkey. These ships will be 
interned in such Turkish port or ports 
as may be directed, except such small 
vessels as are required for police and 
Similar purposes in Turkish territorial 
water.

Many 
of these soldiers could walk about the 
yards with the assistance of a good 
cane, Mrs. Sheldon explains, but so 
great has been the demand for walking 
sticks that the hospital has been una- 
ble to keep a sufficient number on hand. 

“I’m sure if the people of Atlanta 
knew the situation, they would be glad 
to help us out,’’ Mrs. Sheldon declared, 
“There must be meny persons in this 
community who have ‘discarded canes 
which would serve admirably.”

AMERICANS AID 
FRENCH TROOPS 


Paris, November 1.—The 
French army, in conjunction with. the 
Americans on the right,, launched an 
attack this morning-on the Aisne front 
to the north ond south of Vouziers, ac- 
cording to the official statement issued 
by the war otfice tonight. 

The attack was on a front of about 
twelve miles from the region east of 
Attigny to north of Olizy. 

The statement reads: 

“Between St. Quentin Le Petit and 
Herpy the fighting was resumed this 
morning and continued all day. In spite 
of his resistance enemy had to give 
up ground in the region of Banogne and 
Recouvrance. To the west of 
we captured prisoners.

The Maneuver, made without 
sincerity of without intent to make 
peace, became a life-and-death pursuit 
of peace to escape internal revolution.

No Military Hope for Germany. 

Today Germany fagex a situation 
which can neither be concealed from 
her people nor from her enemies. To 
continue the war is to risk invasion 
on the very remote change of modify- 
ing allied demands. There is no hope 
of victory, no fractional chance of 
anything resembling even a draw. 
at best, only the hope of 
postponing the decision for a few brief 
weeks or months, with the moral cer- 
tainty that as a result of the new 
burdens therby placed upon a weary 
people, internal revolution will follow 
ultimate surrender, if it does not over- 
ake it, as in the case of Russia and 
Austria. 

In a very real sense the delibera- 
tions now going on at Versailles are 
beside the point, so far as Germany is 
concerned. However severe the terms 
there agreed upon, Germany must and 
will accept them. No consideration of 
a possible prolongation of German re- 
sistance need worry the men who are 
writing. have probably already written, 


the armistice terms. What the aliies 
have to decide at Versailles is merely 
what they deem wise to take as guar-' 
antees of an ultimate settlement. 
Germany's peril today does not come 
primarily from Foch. Her army is 
fighting well and might hold up the 
enemy for a brief time; it might be 
able to retire to the German frontiers 
as successfuNy as Napoleon got back 
to France after Leipsic; but how long 
would the home front hold, with the 
ever-growing prospect of invasion? 
Germany must surrender or die: die 
as Russia has died and as Austria is 
dying. Her future depends upon her 
immediate escape from a war which 
is subjecting her population to exactly 
that sort of agony out of which revo- 
lutions inevitably arise. All Germany 
today is approaching the condition of 
Paris afier the siege, the

It has been charged that 
Count Tis: was one of the four men 
responsibl« r the war and the accu- 
sation has been made that he istigat- 
ed the assassination of Archduke Fer- 
dinand. 

A Magyar and Hungarian to the core, 
Count Tisza was pro-German and aimed 
constantly at the supremacy of Hun- 
gary over Austria within the dual mo- 
narchy.

2 YEARS TO DEMOBILIZE 
U. S.. FORCES IN FRANCE 


New York, November 1.—Demobiliza- 
tion of the American forces in France 
will require a period of two years after 
peace is declared, according to a state- 
ment made here tonight by General T. 
Coleman du Point, who has just re- 
turned from a two months’ visit to 
the western front. 

Declaring that his views were the re- 
flection of official opinion among the 
allied forces, he asked that Americans 
accustom themselves to the idea of a 
long demobilization, as they had to 
that of a long war. 

“One of our generals asked me,” he

New York, November 1.—The selling 
movement became even more active and 
general and the decline even more rapid 
in the cotton market today with all de- 
liveries making new low records for the 
season. January contracts sold off to 
26.07, making a decline of 136 points 
from last night’s closing figures and 
of 423 points from the high level of last 
Monday. That delivery closed at the 
lowest price of the day and the general 
list closed weak at a net decline of 117 
to 136 points. 

The market opened weak at a decline 
of 20 to 44 points on overnight selling 
orders and in response to weak cables. 
After showing net losses of 90 to 100 
points prices rallied 40 or 50 points on 
bullish private crop estimates and cov- 
ering promoted by talk of a stronger 
technical position and claims that the 
spot basis was firmer. Except for 
covering, however, there appeared to be 
very little demand and the market 
weakened again during the afternoon 
under a renewal of general selling. 

December broke to 27.00 and March 
to 25.88, with the general list selling 
112 to 136 points under last night’s 
closing figures: According to private 
cables the Liverpool market was in- 
fluenced by apprehensions that goods 
orders would be cancelled in Manches- 
ter.

. Until quite recently very conflicting 
pinions have been expressed in local 
trade circles as to the influence of 
peace or better prospects for the ending 
of the war. Southern holders of spot 
cotton are supposed to have been in- 
fluenced largely by the expectation 
that peace would mean higher prices, 
and it has been expected by many local 
traders that improving prospects would 
mean greater determination to hold for 
an advance. As favorable war and po- 
litical news reached the ring without 
stimulating demand, however, these 
bullish views of peace as a market fac- 
tor were modified and the market to- 
ward the end of the week seemed to be 
under an apprehension of cancellations 
in the goods markets and unsettled con- 
ditions there which would™react on the 
raw material. 

According to private cables the de- 
cline in Liverpool was due partly to 
similar apprehensions in Manchester, 
and reports from the domestic goods 
trade said that manufac@rers were al- 
ready beginning to receive requests 
from distributors and exporters to can- 
cel some of their orders for forward 
delivery.

REVOLVING RAIL FUND 
NEARLY HALF EXPENDED 


Washington, November 1.—The half- 
billion-dollar revolving fund_ provided | 
originally for government administra- 
tion of railroads is about one-half ex- 
pended. The railroad administration 
reported today that $222,741,000 has 
been disbursed from the fund to in- 
dividual roads on account of the guar- 
anteed compensation and loans. In | 
addition $140,375,000 h&s been advanced ! 
from surplus earnings of certain roads, | 
making $363,116.000 total advances to, 
the railroads. Payments to ear. and} 
locomotive builders of $58,433,000 raises | 
the total disbursements of the railroad 
administration for these purposes to 
$421,550,000. 

Nearly two-thirds of all money ad- 
vanced has gone to seven systems: 
Pennsylvania, $56,620,000; New York\ 
Central, $55,320,000; New Haven, $50,- 
000,000; Baltimore and Ohio, $22,250,- 
000; St. Paul, $16,925,000: Illinois Cen- 
tral, $15,475.000, and Erie, $12,909,000.

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PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 
OF STREET RAILWAYS 


New York, November 1.—Public own- 
ership of street railways as a solution 
of present “unprecedented conditions” 
was advocated before the American 
Electric Railway association meeting 
here today by Richard McCulloch, pres- 
ident of the United States Railways 
company of St. Louis, while John J. 
Stanley, of Cleveland, president of the 
organization, and Thomas N. McCarter, 
of Newark, N. J., chairman of the com- 
mittee on conference with the national 
government, urged higher fares as és- 
sential to continued operation of the 
lines. 

Mr. McCarter, presenting a report”for 
his committee, declared that rates must 
be increased sufficiently to meet high- 
er cost of producing service, that pub- 
lic utilities must be relieved during 
the war, of non-essential and unpro- 
ductive requirements, such as paving 
and undergrounding of wires: that 
means must be devised to ennble util- 
‘ ity companies to meet obligations, and 
that assistance must be provided to 
enable the. operators to finance un- 
avoidable extensions of service de- 
tnanded Wy the nation’s war program. 

More than 1,000 delegates from all 
sections of the country heard Mr. Stan- 
Jey assert that “the federal govern- 
ment has assumed regulation 
Street railways in all 
tial feature—the price of fares.” He 
declared that the nickel dropped in the 
conductor’s box has today only one- 
half power to purchase service that 
prevailed in peace times and urged 
action to place before the publie the 
predicament of the trolley companies, 
Stating his confidence that “the peo- 
ple stand ready to pay a fair price.”

“The draft was settled by congress 
as the system which the army in the 
present emergency should be raised. I 
never opposed it as a necessary resort. 
In fact, the bill I reported at the in- 
stance of a majority of the members 
of the military committee, four of 
whom were republicans, contained both 
the volunteer and the draft method, 
thus giving the president the power 
to use either system, or both, as he 
deemed necessary. Contrary to the 
general impression due to persistent 
misrepresentation, the Kahn amend- 
ment did not insert the draft in lieu 
of the volunteer system, but simply 
struck from the bill the provision for 
a volunteer army, thus depriving the 
president of resorting to either or both 
methods as he saw fit except in so far 
as ¥oluntary enlistments were contin- 
ued In the regular army and national 
guard as then organized. When the 
volunteer feature of the Dill 
stricken out I accepted the will of con- 
zress and lace to help put it into 
foree and effect. 

“After the draft system had been 
adopted by congress the so-called 
Roosevelt amendment was offered to 
the draft bill, by which the president 
was to be given power to organize 
four divisions of yvoluriteers. Until this 
amendment, it was proposed to give 
one man the peculiar and exceptional 
privilege of organizing about 80,000 
volunteers to be integrated in the 
draft forees or to disintegrate the 
same. The present acting leader of 
the republican minority in the house, 
Mr. Gillett, of Massachusetts, and the 
present chairman of the republican 
congressional committee, Mr. Fess, of 
Ohio, now boast of their loyalty to and 
applicacy of the draft swstem. Both 
supported this hybrid volunteer organ- 
ization as shown by The Congressional 
Record of Mav a 1917 

“The statement issued in reply to

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MORE THAN 100 KILLED 
IN RAILROAD WRECK

themselves free. of the wreckage are 
believed to have been burned to death. 
Dozens of bodies removed were charred 
beyond reeognition and only a few of 
them have been identified late tonight. 
The walls of the cars were crushed in 
as the train side-swiped the tunnel 
wall and many of the passengers were 
ground to death against the concrete. 
Frantic Survivors. 


I'rantic survivors scrambled madly to 
climb up the side walls of the cut on 
cither side of the tunnel. Their screams 
and the shrieks of the injured brought 
hundreds of persons living in the vi- 
cinity to their aid, but organized rescue 
work was not possible until the arrival 
of police reserves and firemen, who 
lowered ladders to the tracks and car- 
ried up them the bodies of the dead. 
Stretchers from the scores of ambu- 
lances which responded to hurried calls 
for help were lowered into the cut and 
the injured lashed to them so they 
could be taken out. 

The bodies were taken to the Synder 
avenue police station until there was 
no more room for them there, and then 
the platform of the Prospect Park sta- 
tion, a block below the wreck, was used 
as a temporary morgue. 

It was not until hours 
when mothers and fathers, wives and 
husbands, became alarmed at the ab- 
sence of-their loved ones and learned 
of’ the wreck that they besieged the 
morgue. Women screamed and faint- 
ed when they came upon the bodies 
they hoped they would not find and 
it was necessary to establish a tem- 
porary hospital to care for those over- 
come by their grief. 

The rescuers who arrived first found 
women and giris with their arms 
around each other _ pinned be ieath 
seats. In the first car passengers were 
crushed against the _ roof. Some 
them had been pierced with splinters 
of wood, while others had been mor- 
tally wounded by broken glass. In the 
heart of the wreckage, under tons of 
debris, even the police and firemen 
were aghast at the carnage t ev came 
upon, Almost everybody was mutilzs..ed 
beyond recognition. 

Women Motor Corps at Work. 

Members of the Women’s Motor 
of America, Who responded with their 
cars to ealls for help, went into the 
tunnel to comfort and succor men, 
women and children who were alive 
and conscious, but pinned down by the 
wreckage so they could not be removed. 
Many of the passengers died in the 
arms of the young women who had 
come to aid them. 

Ambulance surgeons did what thev 
could to remove the distress of the 
injured, binding up the wounds as best 
they might by the flickering light of 
automobile lamps and electric torches. 

Passengers declared that the train 
was run at terrific speed all the wav 
to the tunnel after Brooklyn bridge 
had been passed. Women and children 
were frightened and vowed they would 
get out, but the crush in the train was 
so great thev could not reach the 
doors. Most of them declared the mo- 
torman, who is being sought by the 
police, must have paid with his life the 
penalty for his reckless speed.

academic ideals and theories, except as 
these are modified and made practica- 
ble by a consideration of existing con- 
ditions and a practical knowledge of 
what can be achieved in human na- 
ture’s daily regime.” 

“Never in peace or war,” continued 
Mr. Taft, “have we hon a more parti- 
san administration than during the 
critical period in the nation’s life. 

“The executive organizataion has 
been defective in many things and 
much not done which should have been 
done had the arms of the administra- 
tion been open to American genius 
available-in the particular field of war 
production, and to American statesmen 
trained in diplomatic and world affairs, 

“The present administration has led 
but little in this war. It has heen 
pushed into many important ste))s
